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REMARKS 



Claims 1-26 are pending with claims 24-26 added by this paper. Applicants note that 
claim 12 has been amended for clarification and to conform this claim to typical U.S. 
prosecution practice. This amendment does not narrow its scope. 

Applicants hereby elect with traverse claim 12 (Group II) drawn to compounds of 
formula 11. Applicants traverse this requirement because the Examiner has not established 
that searching all claims would constitute an undue burden. 

Moreover, Applicants elect with traverse the following species: 



Applicants traverse the election requirement on the basis that the Examiner has not 
provided any evidence that an undue searching burden would be necessary to search the full 
scope of the claims.
